Once when they were 
quarrelling about her brother 
he hit her so hard she fell 
back against the wall and was 
only brought back to con- 
releusness by a strong injec- 
tion of a stimulant. 


But there were days when, for 
a moment, their quarrels seemed 
unimportant and they found 
comfort in love and in the 
memory of happiness; and 
afterwards she would fill her 
diary with the trivialities of 
their conversation. 

“I won't visit you in the day 
any more,” she whispered once. 
“Just after dark. ra few 
minutes, just to see you and to 
kiss you. I don’t want to cause 
a scandal.” 

It was a scandal, though—a 
scandal which in the words of 
an important police officer, was 
“doing the ce more harm 
than the loss of 15 battles.” 


On January 23, 1943, units o 
the British Army oocupie 
Tripoli. To many Italians then, 
the war appeared already lost 
and the only hope for Italy 
seemed to lie in a disengage- 
ment from the German alliance. 

Few of them believed, how- 
ever, that the Axis could ve 
broken so long as the Duce 
remained in power. 

That view hai been growing 
in the inner circles of the 
régime jor months, Now it 
crystallised into a whole series 
2 interiock- 

some to 

deve his removal. 

among the senior members of 
the Fascist hierarchy. On July 16, 
1943. various important party 
officials met in Rome and de- 
cided to demand that Mussolini 
convene a meeting of the Grand 
Council, technically the supreme 
constXutional authority (t 
it had not met since the war 
began). 

Mussolini reluctantly agreed to 
it being assembled on July 24. 

The king, Victor Emmanuel, 
was also moving to the con- 
clusion that the only chance of 
his country’s salvation lay in the 
removal “of Mussolini, though 
outwardly the relations of the 
two men were still cordial. 


® 


N the Grand Council 

circle the initiative 
was taken by Count Grandi, 
who had been recently removed 
oF Mussolini from the post of 
Minister of Justice but was still 
President of the Chamber of 
Deputies. He drafted a resolu- 
tion which, at first sight, looked 
harmless enough. 

It began with a long preamble 
of known facts. Only in its last 
few sentences was its real 
purpose revealed. 

These declared that “the 
immediate restoration is neces- 
sary of all State functions, 
allotting to the king, the Grand 
Council, the Government, Par- 
liament and the corporations 
the tasks and responsibilities 
laid down by our statutory and 
Constitutional laws.” 

It was also necessary, said 
the resolution, to invite “The 
Head of the Government to 
request his Majesty the King— 
towards whom the heart of all 
the nation turns with faith and 
confidence—that he may 
pleased, for the honour and 
salvation of the nation, to 
assume, together with the effec- 
tive command of the Armed 
Porces .. . that supreme initia- 
tive of decision which our insti- 
tutions attribate to him and 
which, in all our national his- 
tory, has always been the 
—- heritage of our august 

ynasty of Savoy.” 

In other words Mussolini was 
to resign his power. 


CONTEMPT 


RANDI discussed his 
resolution with other 
leading members of the Grand 
Council and gained the support 
of four or five of them. en, 
hoping that it might be possible 
to resolve the situation by per- 
suading the Duce to make a 
voluntary gesture, he asked for 
an audience 
The Duce was fending 
behind his enormous desk an 
watched Grandi with a cold 
impassivity as he approached 
him. He did not ask him to sit 
down. Grandi read out his reso- 
lution and then made the Duce 
a brief speech in support of it. 


Mussolini did not interrupt 
him, continuing to watch him 
with an expression of haughty 
contempt, and when the 
speech was over he merely 
said, “Leave me now. We 
shall see one another at the 
Grand Council.” 


Even now, Mussolini still 
regarded the opposition to his 
régime with a considerable 
degree of contempt. Not so his 
wife, Rachele. As he left for 
the fateful meeting, she urged 
him, “ Have them all arrested 
at the start.”

He showed no pleasure at 
being so readily accorded the 
ritual salute to the Duce of 
Fascism, and sat down at his 
table glowering. 

He flinchea with pain as_ he 
Settled himself in his chair, His 
ulcer had been troubling him in 
the night and when Clara 
Petacci had telephoned him he 
had mentioned it. . 

“What will ee if you are 
feeling ill on is day of all 
days ?” she had asked him.

It was the beginning of a long 
and rambling speech. Compla- 
cent, disingenuous, sometimes 
arrogant, often accusatory, self- 
justifying, and misle he 
spoke in an unrelieved mono- 
tone without conviction or 
regard for truth, occasionally 
pressing the palms of his hands 
to his stomach as if to relieve 
the pain of his ulcer. 

“The great dilemma now,” 
he said at length, “is war or 
peace ? Surrender or resistance 
to the end.” Instead of answer- 
ing this vital question by one 
of those fervent tirades, epigram- 
matic, theatrical, and moving, 
which even then might have 
brought the Council once more 


‘to ‘heel, he slipped away into 


weary polemics. 

“ Anyway,” he concluded with 
a final non sequitur, “ Britain is 
looking a centuyy ahead to 
secure its five meals a day. It 
wants to occupy Italy and to 
keep it occupied.” 


DISASTROUS 


T was a disastrous 
The 

membets of the Council looked 
at the Duce in a kind of 
shocked silence. It was the most 
inept speech that they had ever 
heard him make, and in a 
sense the most decisive. When 
he had finished speaking the 
Duce had already fallen. 

Grandi then took the 
initiative. 

He read out his resolution 
calmly and clearly, but when he 
had finished it his tone changed 
and he made a speech of pas- 
sionate eloquence and savage 
indictment 

He spoke bitterly of “the 
restrictive and idiotic formula 
of the Fascist war.” of the 
“needlessly rigid insistence on 
the observation of petty formali- 
ties; of the “constant intro- 
duction of new regulations and 
the dual suppression of per- 
sonal freedom.’ ’ 

“You have imposed a dicta- 
torship on Italy,” he said in a 
voice breaking with emotion, 
“which is historically immoral. 


“For years you have kept 
in your own hands the three 
Service Ministries. And what 
have you done? You have 
destroyed the spirit of our 
armed forces. For years you've 
suffecated our personalities in 
their funeral thes. 

“For years when 
someone from

BALEFUL 


HEN Ciano, Musso- 
linis son-in-law, 
spoke. He too had been recently 
deposed from high office—that 
of Foreign Minister — but 
been given the pow of 
ambassador to the Holy See. 
Under his father-in-law’s bale- 
ful = he spoke in an almost 
gentle voice. He confined him- 
self to a history of the Italo- 
German alliance, but he left no 
room for doubt that he would 
support Grandi’s resolution. 


As the meeting wy on 
it became evident that the 
majority of the Ceuncil were 
in favour of the resolution. 


But there were still waverers. 

After midnight when the 
meeting had been going on for 
over seven hours in a voice of 
utter exhaustion, “low, humble, 
almost pathetic,” as Giuseppe 
Bottai, one of the Council 
described it. Mussolini asked: 
“ What good are these reproaches 
now that we are alone and face 
to face with the power of three 
empires?” He proposed that 
the meeting be suspended until 
the following day. He was 
unwell, he said, and must not 
overstrain himself. 

“In the past,” Grandi said 


firmly, returning to his attack, 
“you have kept us here till five 
o'clock in the morning)discussin 

some trifle or other. We sha 

not leave here until my resolu- 
tion has been discussed and 
voted on.” He would agree to 
an adjournment for 10 minutes 
but no more. 

Mussolini gave a nod of assent. 
“The arrogance of the dictator 
had given way,” Bottai noticed 
with pleasure, “to the sub- 
mission of the accused.” 


INSULTS 


HEN the meeting 
resumed, it quickly 
lost all semblance of order. 

Insults were hurled. Com- 
promise resolutions, counter 
resolutions urging a more drastic 
enforcement of the Fascist 
were put forward. 

t was Mussolini who at a 
uarter past two precipitated 
the final crisis 

“The debate has been long 
and exhausting,” he said in a 
harsh, brusque voice. “I'll put 
Grandi's resolution to the vote.

As the Party Secretary called 
out the names on his roll, 
Mussolini leaned forward in his 
chair, resting his elbows on the 
table, staring at each member 
as he gave his vote.

Mussolini quickly gathered 
together his papers and stood 
up. As he rose to his feet 
Scorza shouted out the order: 
“Salute the Duce.” Tnere was 
a mumble of embarrassed 
response which Mussolini cut 
short with an angry gesture. 

“I excuse you from that,” he 

snapped. 
At the door he turned round 
and in a quiet yet bitter voice, 
he added : “ You have provoked 
the crisis of the régime.” 


If Mussolini had hoped that 
he might still get support from 
his king, he was soon to be 
disappointed. 

The king had already chosen 
Mussolini's successor: Marshal

THE PARTING 


USSOLINI took his 
; pathetic farewell 
of his king. 

“You are taking a decision 
pregnant with results,” he said. 
“A crisis at the moment will 
Cause the country to believe 
that peace is near, because the 
man who declared war has been 
removed. 

“The blow to the army's 
morale will be disastrous. ... 
The crisis will be considered a 
triumph for the Churchill-Stalin 
set-up, especially for the latter, 
who will see it as the retirement 
of an antagonist who has fought 
against him for 20 years. 

“I realise the people’s hatred. 
I had no difficulty in recognisin 
it last night at the Grand 
Council. 

“ One can't govern for so long 
and demand such heavy sacri- 
fices from the people without 
provoking some sort of indigna- 
tion. I wish good luck to the 
man who takes over the Govern- 
ment at this stage.”
